INSTRUCTIONS FOR FIXING. 


PREPARATION YYALLS should be thoroughly stripped 


of all wallpaper, or if distempered 
thoroughly washed off, stopped, and 
claircolled. Brown lining thereon is only 
necessary when the walls are inclined to 
be very old, crumbly, or cracked. It is 
much better to dispense with the brown 
lining if at all possible. 


A painted wall must have the surface 
broken down by rubbing with very coarse 
sandpaper or pumice stone, after which, 
it should be given a coat of size about half 
strength, in which has been mixed about 
two hands full of plaster of Paris to one 
gallon of size. This will ensure the grip 
and suction which is necessary on a 
painted surface. 


Linerusta or Anaglypta must not be fixed 
on new plaster work until it is quite dry. 
This may take anything from three weeks 
to three months, according to the mixture 
used or the surrounding temperature and 
atmosphere. It is, however, ready when 
it has ceased to sweat. It should then be 
coated with size and plaster as advised for 
PAINTED WALLS, 


DAMP WALLS. The only safe way to make a good and 


permanent job is to remove the cause of 
the dampness, cut out and renew all 
decayed plaster and thoroughly dry the 
wall before proceeding further. 


The greatest care should be observed in 
cutting the edges straight, Have a strip 
of thick zine about Gin. wide by 4ft. long, 
fastened to the bench on which to cut. 
Use a steel straight edge and a sharp, short 
bladed knife. See that the edge is under- 
‘cut, 50 that a good joint is easily made, 


A good, stout, flour paste, such as can 
be bought in most paper warehouses, is 
usually sufficient to fix all the heavy kinds

of Lincrusta or Anaglyptas to the wall, 
but is greatly improved by the addition of 
1b. of Destrine to 4 Ibs. of paste. The 
Dextrine flour should first be dissolved 
in halfa-pint of cold water and then 
thoroughly mixed with the paste. 


After the material has been cut into the 
necessary lengths, the paste should be 
applied as thickly as can be distributed 
with a stiff brush. Two or three lengths 
should be treated thus. Then the first 
one should be brushed up again with a 
little more paste, and before fixing to the 
wall, see that the surface thereof is given 
a wealk solution of paste and water, so as 
to obtain a damp surface. Immediately 
fix the re-pasted length thereon, and if the 
material is well pressed out with the aid 
of a padded roller, it will be found that 
perfect adhesion takes place at once on 
account of the two surfaces being wet. 


‘We now come to one of the most difficult 
parts of fixing this material, which is 
getting the borders to permanently adhere 
to the face of the oat, mahogany or leather 
grounds. These borders should be fixed 
on with a mixture of Yellow Maize Dextrine, 
which we can supply in 4b. cartons at 
¥/- per Ib, fess our usual discounts. One- 
third of a pint of cold water is mixed with 
11b, of Dextrine, which will form a stiff, 
glutinous paste, This paste improves if 
it can be left for a few hours. At this 
stage we must emphasize the utmost 
importance of not only spreading this glue 
paste over the back of the border, but it 
must also be applied to that part of the 
ground on which the border is to be fixed, 
A thin solution is sufficient for this latter 
purpose. By attending to these details, 
absolute and permanent adhesion is assured 
between the two surfaces, This Dextrine 
glutinous paste is also the finest adhesive 
for fixing easily and permanently Anaglypta 
high relief adaptable ornament. 


AIR BLISTERS AFTER FIXING. 


‘These are caused by one of the following 
No. 1—Paste on back of Lincrusta being 
too thin, and therefore carrying too 
much water, which is absorbed by 
the paper-backing, and at its 
weakest parts comes away from 


the embossed Lincrusta front. 


No, 2—The wall not having been sufficiently 
and evenly damped with thin paste 


immediately prior to fixing. 


No. 3—Material not having been pressed 
home sufficiently from the middle 


outwards, so as to expel all air. 


No, 4—If a painted, varnished, or non- 
absorbent wall, it has not been 
sufficiently broken down by pumice 
stone or glass paper, to allow of 
moisture in paste to evaporate 
quickly into the wall, 

Blisters should not occur to any great 
extent if all the conditions are strictly 
observed, but should any show soon after 
fixing, a small cut may be made through at 
some point of the grain or design, where 
it will not be observed when finished and 


the air pressed out through this cut. 


In most cases blisters will dry outin the 
course of two to four days after fixing, 
according to the condition of walls and 
surrounding temperature, but if due to 
fault No. 4, they may take weeks. In fact, 
in this latter case, the material is always 
able to leave the wall before thoroughly 
drying, and it would be best to strip,

This latest ground of mahogany and 
walnut, having no engraving thereon, and 
therefore offering a very smooth surface, 
has had to be made by a process which 
necessitates the following points being 
adhered to in the decorating. 


Ordinary oil stains such as are used 
for oak and engraved mahogany grounds 
must not be used on the smooth surface 
mahogany ground. They would show up 
muddy—hide the grain, and take a very 
long time to dry. 


The best effect in oil scumble is obtained 
by using Muromatte Mahogany, Rosewood, 
Oak and Walnut scumbles, or other stains 
of a similar make, using them as made, 
or mixing them together to obtain any 
desired shade, or they may be thinned with 
turps, with a little terebine also added. 
This stain should be well brushed out and 
stippled as finely as possible. A clean 
linen pad, free from all fluff, makes a good 
stippler, but it is necessary to dab some of 
the scumble on the pad before pouncing. 
This process adds very materially to the 
woody effect and finish, 

This scumble produces an egg-shell gloss 
surface, which may be varnished with a 
mixture of half flat wax varnish, and half 
full gloss varnish. 

Do not, use all full gloss varnish, as it 


does not cover or dry so well. 


Another way is to use water colour stain 
made from Vandyke Brown, Brown Lake 
or Mahogany Lake, mixed with water and 
a little size, to any desired shade, to create 
the Mahogany or Walnut effect. See 
that this stain is applied evenly, lightly, 
and with as few brush marks thereon as 
possible, then quickly but very lightly, 
stipple this colour with a very fine stippler 
or clean linen pad, allow to dry, and polish 
well with a dry soft cloth to remove any 
dust from the water scumble.

A flat wax varnish may then be applied 
with a broad flat brush to bind the water 
scumble, and also to give transparency. 
By no means must ordinary varnish be 
used on this material, otherwise it may 
not dry out thoroughly for a long period, 
but if a higher gloss than flat varnish is 
required, half flat and half gloss may be 
used together in equal proportions. 


‘When the surface has become hard, an 
ordinary wax furniture polish may be well 
rubbed in with a soft shoe brush, and later 
polished with a soft cloth. This will 
eave a permanent semi-gloss, which, with 
repeated wax polishing, will give that very 
fine glossy finish and depth of color to be 
seen in old furniture,

oil scumble is best. The depth or various 
shades of these scumbles depends on the 
quantity and stains used. 


For instance, for a light fumed oak, 
Raw Turkey Umber with a little black 
should be used as a stain. 


For a rich warm oak, Burnt Umber, and 
perhaps a touch of Burnt Sienna would 
give the effect. 


For a Jacobean oak, Vandyke Brown 
and Burnt Umber will serve. 


The medium for applying these stains 
would be two parts boiled oil to one of 
Turpentine, with sufficient Terebine to 
make the mixture dry, More Terebine 
will be necessary when Vandyke or Black 
are used in the stain, 


This colour is then brushed well out and

desirable, to obtain the effect you are 
seeking. In the case of Jacobean oak 
effects, it is usual to apply the colour fairly 
thickly, slightly rubbing off with a cloth, 
giving a more thorough wiping to the 
centre of the panels, to get that old look so 
well known in this period of furniture and 
fitments. 


A water scumble, in which is dissolved 
a little size, stained with Vandyke Brown 
to the desired shade, makes a good finish 
to any of these oak effects. It should be 
well rubbed in very thinly, and allowed to 
dry, then rub off all that is possible with a 
well-damped cheese or butter cloth, As 
fa finish to this, it may be kept in good 
condition by the use of ordinary furniture 
polish. 


GENERAL NOTES.
